A  matter  of  considerable  local  inter- 
e^Ais  the  announcement  of  the  Townebip 
Collector,  on  oor  Uet  page,  b y  which  be 
advertises  for  sale  about  900  piece*  of 
real  estate  for  non-payment  of  taxes. 
Wbo  o*n  estimate  tbs  amount  of  distress 
(bat  is  concentrated  witbin  Ibis  adver¬ 
tisement'?  Here  is  %  widow,  ninety 
years  old,  whose  property  is  advertised, 
tbe  lew  being  “no  respecter  of  persons” 
— bf  sex  or  of  eg*.  Doubtless  there  are 
many  other  oases  of  real  hardship.  It  is 
apparent  that  we  must  bare  tax  reform — 
lower  taxes  and  a  more  equal  and  equi¬ 
table  distribution  of  tbe  assessments. 

In  moat  instances  it  will  be  found  that 
a  heavy  mortgage  upon  the  property, 
and  inability  to  meet  tbe  insatiate  de¬ 
mands  of  interest  from  every  direction  is 
the  reason  of  these  tax  sales  of  property, 
interest  upon  government  bonds,  inter¬ 
est  upon  county  bonds,  interest  upon 
Road  Board  bonds  and  interest  upon 
personal  bond;.  Debt,  and  interest  up¬ 
on  funded  debts,  is  at  tbe  bottom  of  each 
distressed  tax  payer’s  difficulty.  The 
remedy  is  to  abolish  the  credit  and  in¬ 
terest  system  altogether  and  in  its  place 
substitute  a  cash,  pay-as-you-go  system. 
Are  (here  any  reasons  why  this  oannot 
and  ought  not  to  be  done  ?
